Millie M. Brown, having received a 
majority of all the votes cast for such 
office, on motion of Ald. Russell, was de- 
clared duly nominated.

PROPOSAL NO. 1 


Charter Amendment—Relative to Tax- 
Collection Date 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Charter Amendment, “Shall Sections 145 
and 146 of Chapter 8 of the Charter of 
the City of Lansing, fixing the date on 
which the City Assessor shall make and 
complete the tax rolls of the several wards 
of the City and deliver the same to the 
City Treasurer and providing for a lien 
upon the property on which the same are 
levied from and after the third Monday 
in July of each year be changed to the 
first day of July in each year?” was 3781, 
of which 2732 votes were cast in favor 
of the Charter Amendment and 1049 votes 
were cast against the Charter Amendment. 
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Whereas, the larger number of votes 
cast were in favor of the Charter Amend- 
ment, on motion of Ald. Lucasse, it was 
declared duly passed.
